“SKY PIRATE” KEEPING 
SCIENTISTS GUESSING. 


LAGSTAFF (Ariz.) Jan. %--The 
luminous body now plaifly visible 
to observers in various parts of 
the country is a new comet. It is 
known as “Comet A of 1910,” and pho- 
tographic cSservations made of it by 
the scientists of Lowell Observatory 
show that its light differs from that 
of most comets, though it closely re- 
sembles the great comet of 1882. | 

The new celestial body was reported 
by Dr. R. T. A. Inness of the observ- 
atory at Johannesburg, South Africa, 
January 16. His name was given to it, 
but as the same comet is said to have 
been observed in Orange Free 1 
prior to that date, scientists here - 
fer to call it “Comet A.”

Sum is Raised for Large Conven- 
tion Here in March—New Epoch l:

Hundreds of men and women at- 
tended the first general meeting of 
the Laymen’s Missionary M nt 
at the Temple Auditorium, yesterday 
afternoon. This movement is general 
throughout the United States and is 
receiving widespread consideration in 
Europe. It is an effort to rejuvenate 
interest in foreign missions among the 
churches. It is restricted to no de- 
nomination and representatives of 
Practically every church and creed in 
Los Angeles were present at the meet- 
ing yesterday. 

A convention for this movement will 
be held here, March & 9 and 10, and 
it is planned to make it one of the 
big religious affairs of the yéar. 

The enthusiasm of yesterday's meet- 
ing marked future success. The lay- 
taen consider that the era of a new 
epoch in foreign mission work is 
dawning, and they are preparing to 
have their plans, well laid and ready 
for instant service when the hour is 


They want the churches of every de- 
nomination to wake up and boom the 
foreign mission field. They want more 
funds for the work—not to be given 
to the general movement—but to be 
dealt out by each church to its vari- 
ous workers. They want more men 
and women who are willing to for- 
sake all and go to the firtng line for 
mission work. They want the foreign 
field broadened and tengthéned and 
the footing of missionaries there thor- 
oughiy established. 

The goal of every mission worker 
points to the Orient, chiefly to China. 
It was the Celestial Empire that came 
in for the largest amount of cornsid- 
eration yesterday. China with its 
vast hordes has been the missionaries’ 
dream field for centuries. 

The meeting yesterday was presided 
over by Dr. John Willis Baer. He 
called for a #ubecription of $1500 for 
financing the convention to be held 
here in March and this was readily 
raised. Bishop Wilson S. Lewis, who 
recently returned from China, was one 
of the speakers of the day. His talk 
on China was most interesting. He 
touched but lightiy on conditions 
there at present.

HE LORDS UPHELD. 

Although it is hardy probable that the Un- 
ionists will wipe out the huge Liberal majority in 
Great Britain, the fact remains that the Lords have 
practically won a victory. The votes so far counted 
unmistakably show that the people of Engiand at 
least, as distinct from those of Wales, Scotland and 
Ireland, have declared that the peers did right when 
they referred the buceaneer's budget” to the elec- 
tors. Engiand, as Lord Rosebery once said, is the 
“predominant partner” in Great Britain, and it has 
sustained the Lords and pronounced against the so- 
cialistic tendencies of the Asquith government. 

The contest which is still proceeding in the Brit- 
ish Isles has well been called a heart-breaking one. 
Neither of the great parties.can now hope to obtain 
@ majority suſheient to enable it to carry on the 
government of the country without being dependent 
upon slippery and hard-to-please Nationalists. 

Premier Asquith must view the situation with a 
feeling little short of dismay. With a tremendous 
following behind him he appealed to the country to 
return him to office so that he could clip the wings 
of the Lords and cram the budget down the throats 
of the landowners. So far 503 out of the 670 scats 
in the House of Commons have been filled and Mr. 
Asquith finds himself, speaking from a strictly Lib- 
eral standpoint, in a minority. Only 185 Liberals 
have been successful as compared with 218 Union- 
ists. To overcome the latter the Premier has to 
turn to the Nationalists, of whom, up to now, 67 
have been returned, and the Laborites, who number 
33. There remain 167 constituencies to be heard 
from. The polling in these will hardly alter the re- 
sult—Asquith is at the mercy of the Irish and the 
Socislists. And the former don't like his- budget. 
Tha situation is very much the same as it was 
when Mr. Gladstone faced Parliament in 1892 with 
a majority of 41, including the Parnellites, anti- 
Parnellites and the solitary Socialist member, Keir 
Hardie, of cloth cap fame. 

At that time the Conserva and Liberal-Un- 
ionists outnumbered the Liberals, but the 81 Irish 
enabled Gladstone to take office. The home-rule bill 
was the price of their support. Undoubtedly Mr. 
Redmond will exact the: same pound of flesh from 

Mr. Asquith. 

This dependency upon the Irish vote cannot but 
be exceedingly unpalatable to the Liberal Prime 
Minister. His memory will recall the anxiety and 
disquiet which the alliance with the Irish caused 
first Mr. Gladstone ard then Lord Rosebery, who 
succeeded the Grand Old Man as Premier when 
age and infirmities forced the “old parliamentary 
hand” to quit the famous halis of St. Stephen's. 
The situation became so unpleasant for the Lib- 
erals, indeed, that Rosebery seized the first chance 
that offered to resign. 

The political prophets in London indicate that 
something like the same thing will happen now. To 
their mind it is impossible for the new Parliament 
to last long. The Gladstone-Rosebery Parliament, 
‘which depended upon the Irish, only managed to 
exist for three years, and the ministry was in an 
uncomfortable state all the time. : 

When Mi. Asquith next faces his supporters he 
will be in an unhappy position. His programme 
against the Lords having failed to meet with pop- 
ular approval in England he will be a bold man

They 
say that cven the awful vested interests have 
rights which must be respected and protected. 

If Mr. Asquith is unfortunately placed regarding 
the Lords and the budget he is worse off as con- 
cerns home rule. To secure the support of the 
Nationalists he must give them what they demand 
in the way of home rule. So far in the elections 
the home rule question has been lost sight.of. All 
attempts to make it a factor in the contest proved 
unavailing, except, of course, in Ireland. England, 
“the predominant partner,” is against home rule 
as the Redmond party wants it, and it looks as 
though it always will be. Both the Unionists and 
the Liberals would be willing to allow Ireland a 
modified form of self-government, but the National- 
ists want more than that. 

It is nardly probable that Mr. Asquith will go as 
far as the Redmondites demand. In that case ‘t 
is not at all unlikely that within a short time we 
shall see Mr. Balfour in Office as Premier, pledged 
to give the British Isles a certain measure of fiscal 
reform, Ireland a certain measure of self-govern- 
ment, and to carry out the reformation of the 
House of Lords upon the lines laid down by the 


Rosebery committee. 


. This is election day. It affords another chance to 
vote for a greater city and for ultimate consolida- 
tion of city and county government. Don't be too 
busy to neglect the business of voting, gentiemen! 


HAT DEADLY SIN, HYPOCRISY. 

Men are not angels, and never were designed 
to be by their Creator. Whether from the fall of 
man or otherwise, human nature is prone to error 
and addicted to sin.

And La Follette’s quarrel with the sinner Steven- 
son is simply because the old man would not “shell 
out” a cool quarter of a million to land Fighting 
Bob in an office he can never hold, the Presidency 
of the United States. 

La Follette may be the most conspicuous hypo- 
crite in politics in the United States, but alas, he 
is not the onſy one by thousands. Hypocrisy is an 
epidemic of our times and breaks out nowhere 
else so frequentiy and so violently as among the 
politicians. Little and big, from the precinct to 
the Senate, it is a disgusting, nauseating exhibi- 
tion of self-righteousness. The hypocrite’s mask is

There seems to be a pretty close 
between Russia and Japan on this head. At the

supremacy there and risk all to gain all. Perhaps 
divide between them. 

One would suppose that England would have 
joined heartily with the United States in support 
of Mr. Knox's proposition. On the contrary, being 
an ally of both Russia and Japan, Great Britain 
expresses the necessity of leaving the settlement 
entirely with these allies of hers. France, which 
has no interest whatever in Northern China beyond 
the open door for trade, also refuses to take any 

rt in the discussion, saying it is incumbent upon 

r to follow the advicé of her allies, namely Rus- 
sia and Japan. Great Britain's influence is the tie 
that binds all these three powers not only to her- 
self, but to one another. With these four in agree- 
ment to ignore Mr. Knox’s suggestion the situation 
becomes decidedly grave. 


But for the prompt action taken by Mr. Hay 


after the defeat of Russia by Japan, the dismem- 
berment of the Chinese Empire would have been 
begun instantly and the territory would have been 
rent into pieces and portioned out to Russia, Japan, 
England, Germany and France. The two recent 
belligerents were exhausted financially and other- 
wise and therefore time was not ripe for any fur- 
ther action. But the designs upon China have not 


been abandoned. 
For ages Turkey was the bone of contention, and 


the “eastern question” has moved from the Near 
East to the Far East. It has leaped from the Bos- 
porus across the continent to the strait that sepa- 
rates Japan from the mainland. It is a bone of 
contention that will make much trouble in the fu- 
ture, and it looks as if all the powers were lined 
up against the United States. 


EALTH-RESORT _PROPERTY VAL- 
An English official connected with the official 


affairs of one of the great towns has been making 


a study of the comparative value of property in 
health resorts and commercial centers. 

He instances Eastbourne, with a population of 
a little short of 50,000, where the property is rated 
for tax purposes at $2,340,000. Over against this 
he set Accrington, with about the same population 
and a property rating of less than $1,000,000. 
Blackpool, a health resort, has a population of 65,- 
000, and its property is rated at something over 
$2,500,000. Bury has nearly the same popula- 
tion, but its property is rated at only $1,400,000. 

Brighton has the largest population of all Eng- 
lish health resorts, namely 131,000. The property 
ef the city is rated at nearly $4,500,000. Black- 
burn, an industrial center, with a little larger pop- 
ulation, has a. property rating of $2,725,000. 

The list is very full, and in every instance the 
rating of the health resorts compared with the in- 
dustrial or commercial centers runs as above, in 
many instances much more than twice as large, 
and in some the difference is even much greater. 

The study is carried farther than population 
with ratable value into a comparison of the taxes 
levied—very much in favor of the health resorts, 
the taxation being quite considerably lower per 
cent. in these than in the industrial centers, 

This is an interesting study for us bere in Los 
Angeles, where we have the greatest health resort 
in the world and many seaside resorts of similar 
character near by. The English health resorts are 
mostly by the seaside. They have a possible pa- 


tronage of not more than the population of the 
United Kingdom, which is less than half that of 
the United States. There are very few people from 
across seas who spend much time at English re-

The leper story Is an actual existent 
illustration of the fact thut a real live 
news story cannot be suppressed. The 
newspapers of Chicago lined to 
print the leper story because it was un- 
true, but it grew\and waxed fat. The 
police department refused to interest 
itself in it. but it kept going. Finally 
the Health Department was compelled 
to take it up. 

In many forms the which 
spread like wildfire over the tbe dh and 
is now spreading over the entire 
country, was to the effect that many . 
girla employed in department stores 
and halr stores here had contracted 
leprosy while handling and wearing 
“rats,” and that they had been shipped 
secretly to San Francisco, and thence 
to the leper colony. The story, in every 
case, was that these “rats” had been 
made of the hair of Chinese who had 
died of lepresy. 

While the story fs untrue, the wom- 
en of Chicago with one accord bare 
quit wearing false hatr.

AMERICA WINS BIG VICTORY. 


Defeats Eurogean Competitors in Se- 
curing Contracts te Build Battle- 
shipe for Argentine Republic. 

{ASSOCIAI ED VREES NIGHT REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.~—United 
States ship yards have won a notable 
victory against European competition, 
in securing contracts for bullcings two 
battleships of the Dreadnought type 
for the Argentine Republic. This vie- 
tory, however, came through the direct 
and unceasing efforts of the State De- 
partments, acting through the Latin- 
American Bureau.
